Exactly at 30’clock a, m. Sheriffs Westcot, 
and Cooper went out of the Bibb jail with 
W oolfolk w: alking handcuffed between themt 
and up Fifth street the trio walked in the 
darkness tothe rear end of the passenger depot 
and waited inthe shadow of the ice house 
until Deuty Sheriff Leo Hemington purchased 
tickets for ‘the two sheriffs and Woolfolk to 
Fort Valley. Ati:20the three men entered 
the Southwestern train and in five ming 
utes more the train was steaming 
out the depot. The two sheriffs and Wooifolk 
occupied a couple of seats that faeed each oth- 
er. Sheriff Westcott put anewspaper over 
the iron cuffed hands of Woolfolk and the trip 
was made to Fort Valley without a soul on the 
tri un, not even the conductor, knowing the 
identity of the notorious prisoner. 

Woolfolk enjoyed the ride greatly. He had 
Sheriff Westcott to raise the window so tle 
early morning air could blow upon his face. 
He laughed like a child and said: 

‘Thave been locked upin jail so long the 
ide does me good and the cool, fresh air blow - 
ing upon my cheeks is the sweetest and most 
refres hing thing I ever felt.” 

THE PRISONER TURNED OVER, 

When Fort Valley was reached at 4:40 a. m. 
the sheriff and Woolfolk left the train by the 
rear docr and Sheriff ¢ hastened Wool- 
folk into a carriage standing near that was in 
waiting in charge of two reliable deputy sher- 
iffs and drawn by a pair of large, fine horses. 
Sheriff Cooper and the deputy sheriff 
and W oolfolk then bade goodbye 
to Shenff Westcott, and in another 
moment the vehicle and its occupants were 
speeding rapidly over the dirt maa leading to 
Perry, twelve miles distant, the sheriff pre- 
ferriiig this route to the railroad train. The 
sheriff had Woolfolk in the Perry jail shortly 
after 7 o’clock a.m. Whereas, if he had gone 
by train the y.; vould not have reached Perry 
until nearly dinner time, and the entire popu- 
lace would have seen the arrival.

Sheriff Westcott returned to Macon at 8 a. 
m. Heand Jailor Birdsong breathed easier 
since Woolfolk has passed from under their 
keeping. They have kept up a vigilant and 
meee? watch of Woolfolk eversince that hor- 
rible day in August, 1587, when Woolfolk was 
put in jail on the charge of having murdered 
nine of his. own tiesh and 
blood for the sakeSof a few paltry dollars. 

Sheriff Westcott and Jailer Birdsong 
have no further care of Woolfolk until he is 
returned to the Bibb jail for safe keeping. In 
the event he is sentenced to death at the 
Perry trial he will be hanged in Houston 
county. 

It is the general opinion that the defense 
wil] make the Perry trial their strongest fight 
yet in the histo ry of the « ase.

Secon they 
reached the place,and every effort was made 
to raise the desired - animal, but only a cold 
trail could be had. Slowly but surely they 
followed its trail till late in the afternooni, 
with no success. Here some of the party, ge t- 
ting worried at not finding the wolves as 
numerous as they had imagined, returned 
home, leaving hunters yet in the woods, 

THE HUNT ARRANGED. 

After consulting the foreman, Jasper Hop 
per, who was an old and experienced hunter, 
in regard to wolves at this season of the year, 
it was decided the hunters arrange themselves 
in parties of alput three or four in various 
porting the mountains and learn from the 
iowllng the whereabouts of these woltes.

The Silver Question. 

The silver men, or, at least, the so-called 
silver men, Want the government to buy not 
less than four millions of silver a month. 

With all due respect tothe silver men, we 
beg to differ with them in regard to this in- 
portant matter.”

The Bland law has served a verv good 
purpose, indeed, but it is by no means such 
a law as the people contemplate or require.

age of silver is in effect a nuisance and an 
admission that that metal is practically de- 
monetized.

When this is done the gold countries of 
Europe will be compelled to change their 
policy, and bimetalism, which is the natural 
order of things, will be restored the world 
over.

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COMING SOUTH. 


Pennsylvania Industries Traveling in This 
Direction. 
From the New York Herald, 

THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION Says: 

We have aiready aliuded to the desperate struggle 
that the Pennsylvania iron producers are making 
against the competition of southern tron furnaces. 
One significant feature of this struggle is-that while 
the leading Pennsylvania furnace bes reduced the 
price Ofiron lower than it bas ever been in Peni-~ 
sylvania, the reduction does not place it om a level 
with southern iron. 

As a matter-of fact, the Pennsylvania iron men 
eanvot compete in Any market in this country, and 
the chief result of the cut in the Lehigh Valley will 
be to push the small furnacesin Pennsylvania to the 
wall. This intention must have been at the botlom 
of the movement, for there is not am iron producer 
in Penn#ylvania but knows that competition with 
Southern made iron is out of the question, 

The Philadelphia Press says: 

Uur Pennusy!vania iron works have suceumbed— 
so far as they have succumbed, which is not very 
far—to a stronger law than the tariff, the law of the 
survival of the fittest, which is omnipotent in busi- 
ness, The sovthern iron workers have improved 
appliances, improved methods, better natural ed- 
vautages and more liberal transpd@jmtion rates. 
They would not be good Americans if they did not 
succeed with all these things in their favor, As tor 
‘‘poor Pennsylvania,’ she is not a candidate for the 
almshouse yet. [f our gleeful free trade friends 
will take another look atthe men who are behind 
the booming southern industries they will tind that 
inany of them wear faces seen before on Many & 
protection battlefieldin Pennsylvania. 

So Pennsylvania capital is moving south? But 
what about Pennsylvania labor? A Pittsburg diss 
patch in the Tribune announces that ‘Andrew Car- 
negie is determined that the twenty-five hundred 
employes of his Homestead mills shall either work 
at the scale of wages published Saturday or quit his 
employ.” 7 

Here area few other Pennsylvania labor items: 

By the closing of the Fairmont colliery at Pittss 
town, Penn., two hundred men have been thrown 
out of employment. 

The employes at Lee’s woollen mill at 
port, Montgomery county, Pa., have been 
half time on account of over-production, 

rhe three hundred employes of the Catasauqua 
Manufacturing company at Catasauque, Pa., have 
struck against a reduction ofthe flue men’s wages 
from $1.80 to $1.10 a day. 

The wages ot the miners and coke workers at the 
Standard munes, Mount Pleasant, Pa, were re- 
duced fitteen anda half per cent on May 1. One 
hundred and seventysfive ovens at these works were 
closed down on Saturday.

ON MEXICAN SOIL. 
COMMITTEE IS DOING 
THERE. 


WHAT THE 


Description of the Country Along the Route 
—Passing Through Great Cattle Plains— 
The Whole Country one Vast Plateau. 

Ciry oF Mexico, May[20.— Editors Constitu- 
tion: . After almost aweek of travel the com 
mittee; except Mr. Joseph Thompson, with 
whom we most reluctantly had to part at New 
Orleans, arrived here at 7:15 a. m. today. We 
came withouta single detention or mishap, 
except the sickness and enforced return of Mr. 
Thompson, and find a perfect day and each of 
us in perfect health. 

THE TRIP MADE. 

Leaving Atlanta at 11:300n Monday nigh,t 
the 13th, we arrived at New Orleans 7:20 p. 
m., Tuesday, after passing through the warm- 
est and dustiest part of the whole route on 
the way from Montgomery to New Orleans. 
Resting a night at the St. Charles hotel in 
New Orlearis we left there on Wednesday 
morning at 8 o'clock over the Texas and Pa- 
railway and had a ride 
free from. dust or heat through the 
sugar and cotion fields of Louisiana. 
All along the Mississippi and Red rivers the 
country is very level, the soil very rich and 
the natural growth tropical. There are large 
areas of cuitivated lands. The negroes are 
numerous, and are worked in gangs, usnally 
by white overseers, or superintendents as they 
are now called, and the women are worked 
separate from the men, the men usually doing 
the plowing and the women occupied with the 


hoe. 

Night came before we arrived at Shreve- 
port, and at early breakfast the train 
stops at Dallas, Texas. This place 
is acity, and in every way the most impor- 
tant, most interesting and largest town be- 
tween New Orleans and El] Paso. The ‘coun- 
try around Dallas is very rich and beautiful. 
Trinity river is small, not navigable, and when 
we passed quite muddy from rains that had 
fallen above, but not at Dallas. 

About 32 miles due west of Dallas we pass 
Fort Worth, which is something over half as 
large as Dallas, or about 26,000 inhabitants, 
and in some respects is more eligibly situated 
of the two cities. About 60 miles west 
of Fort Worth the railroad crossed the Brazos 
river, which is yery muddy and ugly, but the 
lands on this river are wonderfully fertile. 

Cisco, a small town sixty miles west of 
Brazos, is where the Texas Central railroad 
crosses going north from Waco; and after 
leaving this place the country gets drearier 
and drearier until it stretches off into the in- 
terminable undulating plains where the cattle 
ranches occupy their business. The mesquite 
bushes remind one of young peach orchards, 
and the southern winds that were blowing 
came laden with the mesquite fragrance that 
decoyed us into fancying that a mint julip 
was almost in sight. 

As the sun went down on Thursday cloud- 
less, and an atmosphere singulariy clear and 
sweet, itleft us with a confused co-mingling 
of nerfume and cowboys and herds and ponies 
and spurs—and serene desolation. 

Late in the afternoon of Thursday we passed 
Colorado City, (?) on tne Colorado river. As 
all Texas towns possess grand courthouses— 
comparatively speaking—built from public 
land funds, this city was no exception. 
As we®@approached the place I remem- 
bered the flaming plats and prospectus I had 
seen of Colorado a few years ago, when I 
heard that a good part of it belonged to one of 
Ceorgia’s mosteminent citizens. Snecial stress 
ig put upon the fact that Colorado City is on 
the river of that naine. But from map and 
prospectus to actuality was very disappointing. 
A small dingy town, except the courthouse, 
and with this great river absolutely dry on the 
i6th of May! It brought up forcibly what 
Sunset Cox said of Texas rivers—‘‘The only 
way to utilize them is to macadamize them.’ 

In acountry where even therivers are dry in 
May it is yet not easy to imagine the lack of 
water everywhere. Arriving at Big Spring at 
% o’clock Thursday night we were warned to 
fill every available receptacle with water, and 
we did it, Our worthy and lamented purveyor 
had filled all tho other plage with tnulds vf 
another kind. 

Two miles from Big Springs is a hole in 
ths rocks, from which is pumped to the town 
au unfailing supply of clear and whole 
some water. This water, as if jealous 
to preserve itself for use and refreshment, does 
not issue forth in wasteful gurglings. It is not 
a spring or a stream, but is just water there in 
the rocks, noiseless, placid, cool and unfailing. 
It shows neither inlet nor outlet, and yet the 
steam pumps that are applied to conduct it to 
the town can neyer lower the surface of that 
silent and beneficent pool. Big springs is 46 
miles east from E] Paso, and there is no other 
supply of water near the line of railway until 
the Rio Grande river 1s reached. 

No words can picture, no fancy present the 
utter aridness of the country for hundreds of 
miles along this railroad, from Colorado to E} 
Paso. It has been aftlicted more potently than 
Babylon, upon which city the curse fell, “] 
will make it a possession for the bittern and 
pools of water, and I will sweep it with the 
besom of destruction, sayeth tho Lord of 
Hosts.’ 

Storks and stagnant ponds were a thousand 
times a blessing compared with the nakedness 
and dryness and cheerless wastes of this 
wretched land. 

Not a tree, not a flower, not a stream, but 
only baldness, sterility and a land that looks 
weary and smitten with sunshine. And yet 
men go thereto live, and carry their families, 
and inflict existence upon them and their cat- 
tle and horses and sheep. Thus the enterprise 
or the folly of comfort-despising man has 
added to the natural productions of this des- 
ert, which productions originally were a few 
musquite, sage and other small bushes, which 
gave shelter and food tothe jack-rabbits, rat- 
tlesnakes to eat the rabbits, and astray eagie 
now and then to eat the snakes. 

But, for all this desolation, there is yet the 
most delicious air. And from Dallas to FE] 
Paso the trip was quite as perfect in point of 
comfort as could be imagined for a railroad 
voyage. Anditsecemed more like a voyage 
than otherwise, with the immense stretches of 
treeless plain. The whole country is very 
elevated, the highest point on the railway be- 
ing about 4,700 feet at Sterra Blanco, 
or White mountain, 92 miles from El Paso: 
and this town, though, on the Kio 
Grande is about 3,700 feet above sea level. 
Here is found a town of some 10,000 people, 
and with a growing tendency. It is well if 
not admirably situated, and affords, perhaps, 
the very best resort for persons with pu!mo- 
nary complaints to be fotmd in the United 
States. _The air is very dry, and the atmuos- 
phere possesses that lucidity only seen in high 
altitudes. The outlines of the mountain are as 
sharply defined and clear-cut as pictures seen 
through a stereoscope and {objects appears 
greatly nearer than they really are. We had 
the good fortune to ride a day on the same 
train to which was attached the special car of 
Captain John A. Grant,- who is the genital 
manager of the Texas Pacific railroad. Moun- 
tains that appeared-a few miles he assured us 
were thirty or forty miles away. Among the 
many entertaining things he spoke of he told 
of a quiet and elegant looking gentle- 
man who was not long since travel- 
ing with himandtowhom he was telling 
these occular deceptions. It wasin the win- 
ter, and at last Captain Grant pointed to some 
icecies a few inches long and asked apparently 
believing companion how long he thought the 
icicles were. He replied very gravely, ‘Well, 
judging from what you say of distances in 
this partof the world, I should say those 
icicles were about 250 feet long.”’ 

At E) Paso we remained over several hours- 
and finding excellent meat markets replenislw 
ed our larder. This town is quite American in 
its appearance, and in great contrast to the old 


‘ ye 
town of El Paso del Norte, on the Mexican 


} 


side of the river, and in every way 
smaller and inferior to the onein Texas. 
Lately the name of the Mexican town has 
been changed gto Cuidad Juarez. or Juarez 
city, in honor of the great defender of Mexico 
at the time of the imperial days of Maximil- 
ian. This was done because here to the very 
northern confines of M« xico Juarez had been 
driven when Mr. Seward notified the French 
emperor ghat it would not be pleasing to the 
United States to have the French troops re- 
main in Mexico. . 
Texas, which is so wonderful in many ways, 
pow claims the honor or notoriety of 
having had the first town in the United 
States. This, I am told, was at Ysleta, 
now, as always, a small adobe 


; built hamlet a few miles below El Paso, on the 


Rio Grande. Here the Spaniards first stopped 
as they came up the river, and made a settie- 


ment a few years before Santa Fe, in New 
Mexico, was founded. This being so, leaves 
St. Augustine the third on the 
list of first towns in the United States. 

Thanks to the manifold kindnesses of Cap- 
tain Grant, who took charge of usiike a Geor- 
gian and a gentleman, and to Mr. Judy, one 
of the superintendents of the Texasand Pacific 
railway, we had every provision made for our 
comfort and customhouse clearance made at 
El Paso and Juarez City, and left for 
Mexico over the Mexican Central rail- 
road at 6:35 Mexican time or 5: 
central time. At 7 a. m. Saturday 
we were at the City of Chihuahua, the capital 
of the state of that name, and here we were 
nearly 5,000 feet above the sea level, and the 
thermometer was at 50° in the closed car, and 
wankets had been in great request during the 
night. All day Saturday we passed through 
great cattle raising plains, with mountains on 
both sides, the Sierra Madre to the west, in 
which chain Humboldt said were the 
largest silver deposits on the globe. 
Dryness was still with us (outside the car, not 
inside), but also scenery to which description 
would be a slander, and air wholesomer than 
that of the sea. 

Sunday morning we reached the city of 
Zacatecas, the capital of the state of thatname, 
aud there we were over 8,000 feet above the sea, 
and were in latitudé about 23 degrees. From 
El Paso to Zacatecas it is 785 miles, or 1,28 
kilometers,as the Mexicans measure distances. 

This whole extent of country is one vast ele- 
vated plateau, with the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains on the west and another range on the 
east. The altitude is everywhere greater than 
at El Paso, and except along the few rivers, 
there are no trees or cultivated fields. Agri- 
culture is possible only with irrigation ; and we 
crossed three bridges a thousand feet in length 
over streams in which, at this season, there is 
notadrop of water. The soil is very rich 
everywhere, and if some scientist could only 
find out how to make it rain here as it 
does in Georgia nothing could exceed the fer- 
tility and productiveness of this country. The 
rainy season begins in the City of Mexico about 
last of May or first of June, usually, and goes 
northward, so that at El Paso the rains begin 
the last of July and continue about two 
months. Think of livingin aclimate where 
it scarcely ever rains for ten months out of the 
year, and where water is preserved more 
sacredly thah gold or silver! Northern Texas 
is also very arid. Our committee quickly ap- 
preciated the importance of caring for its 
drinking water, and the “supply taken 
on the carin Atlanta was far from being ex- 
hausted when we reached Mexico. ' 

To those of your readers who are aftiicted 
with a turn toward statistics, it may not be un- 
interesting to be told that the distance from 
Atlanta to El Paso is 1,705 miles, and from 
El Paso to the City of Mexico 1,227 miles, 
making in all 2,962 miles. We pass through 
tive states in the United States, and eleven in 
Mexico before reaching the Federal District— 
similar to the District of Columbia—in which 
the City pf Mexico is situated. Atlanta 1s in 
latitude about 33 degrees and 45 minutes, and 
the City of Mexicoin about latitude 19 degrees 
and 30 minutes, a drop to the south of over 24 
aegrees. 

At Zacatecas we passed under the tropic of 
Capricorn, this going beyond the northermost 
reach of the sun’s path, and Monday night the 
southern cross was bright in the skies, and 
we were beneath many strange stars. but 
we had changed our skies, but not our minds; 
and each of us remember with fondness and 
pride our country, our home, and our friends,

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PROFESSOR WIGGINS. 

He Explains Why the Earth is Receding 
From the Sun. 

O-TAWA, Ont., May 24.—-Professor Wiggins 
today said he considered his discovery that the 
earth is receding from the sun the greatest astron- 
omicaleventof the century. This recession, he de 
flares. is proved by whatis known as the processio 
of the equinoxes, which causes the tropical year to 
be sherter than the sidereal, the latter belug the 
real measure of the carth’s increasing orbit. His 
second proof he sees in the moon’s secular 
acceleration, for it is agreed on by all 
astronomers, so he asserts, that the moon 
travels faster in her orbit now than two centuries 
before the Christian era. When the earth ap- 
proaches the smn, as she does when moving to her 
perihelion, the moon recedes and travels in a larger 
orbit, and whem, approaching aphelion the'satel- 
lite approaches our planet, and thus uot only 
moves in a smaller orbit, but muves mofe speedily. 
The earth, therefore, in retreating from the sun 
causes the moon to move in a constantly decreasing 
orbit and, therefore, with increased rapidity. As 
the earth, therefore, is receding from the sun, it is 
getting less and less subject to solar attractions, and 
must, therefore, be Constantly expanding, so that 
our oceans are gradually becoming more shallow, 
because they are covering a constantly increasing 
surface, and the time will come when it will be 
necessary to carve up the continent by canals, as 
we see on Mars, and the same is no Goubt true of 
the planets Saturn and Jupiter, Trees will be 
planted along these canals to produce ewrial moist~ 
ure, asappears to be the case along the canals of 
Mars, which account for their apparent great 
breadth when viewed through a telescope,
